SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Freedom: 


All the punils are accomodated in the central 
building at the village where two schools are maintain- 
ed. The Primary School, taught by Lucinda Brown, 
has 30 pupils in grades I-IV. The Grammar School, 
taught by Phil A. Bennett, has 27 pupils in grades 
V-VIII. Good work is being done in both schools. 

Assisted by the Woman’s Club, the children who 
remain at noon are given a warm lunch.. This is much 
appreciated. It is fine that the physical welfare of 
the children can thus be guarded. Excellent corrective 
physical drills are given in both schools. A prominent 
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man visiting one of the schools recently pronounced 
the drill superior. 


School Nurse 
We have been very fortunate in securing as a 

school nurse Miss Marjorie Buswell who began her 
work in October. The regular examinations have been 
made and reports sent to the parents. Here is a 
splendid chance for parents and citizens to cooperate 
in seeing that defects reported are corrected. Every 
child has a right to a fair chance in school unhampered 
by physical defects. Failures in school are often due 
to physical handicap.

The record of last year shows an average sees 
ance of 49, an average membership of 54, and a percent 
of 92: Our percent ought to be at least 95. Prompt 
attendance is imperative if we are to do the best work. 

The.median cost per pupil of average membership 
in the state is $78.94 in the elementary schools. In 
Freedom it is $78.59. 

Repairs 


During the summer a porch was built over the 
schoolhouse door, one-half of the roof was shingled and 
slate blackboards placed in one room. During the com- — 
ing year the building should be painted, slate black- 
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boards installed in the lower room, new toilets installed 
and at least one ventilating heate> provided. It pays 
to have the schoo! building in proper condition. En- 
vironment is the co-partner with personal influence in 
forming character which is, after all, the real goal of 
all education. 


Trained Teachers 


The time has come when there is a trained teacher 
for every school in New Hampshire. The Normal 
School enrollment is now four times. what it was ten 
yearsago. The pupils generally attend regularly when 
a trained teacher is in charge. 

With a trained teacher and a learning pupil, the 
value of the school depends upon the length of the 
learning period in hours, days and weeks. It means 
-that there must be daily unbroken sessions. Some 
districts are now having a year of 360 actual half-days. 
Eleven districts in the state had 360 to 368 half-days 
last year. Twelve had 354 to 359 half-days. Freedom 
had 345. | 

Every school in New Hampshire had at least 36 
weeks last year, while in 1919 scores of towns had 
only 30 weeks or less. Probably no other state in the 
Union can boast of every child having an opportunity 
to attend school 36 weeks during the year. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the school board, 
teachers, pupils and citizens for cordial welcome and 
helpful cooperation.
